Mother who was attacked now 

faces new assault from website 


A RAPE victim has been 
attacked on a website 
set up to campaign for 
her assailant’s freedom. 

Kelvin Bennett, 45, was jailed 
for 12 years earlier this month 
when he became the first person 
to be snared by Kent Police’s 
cold case unit set up to investi¬ 
gate previously unsolved 
crimes. 

His kidnap and repeated rape 
of a young mother eight years 
ago in Folkestone went unpun¬ 
ished until he was arrested for a 
more recent minor offence and a 
DNA sample provided a match. 

The Justice4Kelvin site 
attempts to convince its visitors 
Bennett has been jailed for a 
crime he did not commit, despite

the jury at Maidstone Crown 
Court returning a unanimous 
guilty verdict. 

The anonymous creator of the 
site goes as far to attack the 
character of the rape victim. 

A video promoting the site has 
even been posted on YouTube, 
set to the tune of the Bob 
Marley hit Redemption Song. 

Lin Smith, enhanced services 
manager for Victim Support 
Kent, said the last thing a rape 
victim would need is a constant 
reminder of the crimes commit¬ 
ted against her. 


She added: “It’s always diffi¬ 
cult with rape cases because 
when they reach court, various 
things come up that defence 
solicitors try to turn against the 
victim to make it appear she 
was to blame. But that is never 
the case. 

“Victims of rape are under¬ 
standably traumatised by their 
ordeal, and it’s something they 
will obviously never forget. 
Rape can often be much more 
severe than other crimes. 

“It is quite common for victims 
to be afraid to walk the street 
where they were attacked, or 
even to drive their cars nearby.” 

Bennett, from Birmingham, 
was found guilty of three counts 
of rape and one of kidnap after a

More vaccinations 
needed to counter 
measles outbreak

Week ahead 
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THERE are fears the county is on 
the verge of a measles outbreak. 

Health chiefs have sent letters to parents of 
all school-age children in the county to 
explain the threat heading towards Kent. 

Parents are being urged to ensure their 
children receive the MMR vaccine if they 
have not done so already or risk putting them 
at risk of what is potentially a fatal illness. 

Last month the Government urged primary 
care trusts throughout the country to support 
its campaign to improve up-take rates of the 
vaccine, which have fallen to dangerously low 
levels in the last few years. 

About 95 per cent of England’s population 
needs to be vaccinated in order to protect 
against a widespread outbreak of measles, 
but uptake rates in Kent are all lower than 
that figure. 

This week’s letter to parents - written by 
Kent Health Protection Unit director Dr 
Mathi Chandrakumar - warns of a “large 
outbreak” of the disease in London that start¬ 
ed in a secondary school and has since spread 
to neighbouring schools and nurseries. 

It says: “Complications of measles are com¬ 
mon and include ear infections, pneumonia, 
bronchitis, convulsions and encephalitis 
(inflammation of the brain). A rare but fatal 
complication is a condition known as suba¬ 
cute sclerosing pan-encephalitis. 

“Unfortunately there have been two deaths 
in the United Kingdom since 2006 from 
measles. 

“I would strongly advise that all parents 
should ensure their children over 12 months

of age have been immunised with the MMR 
vaccine.” 

Immunisation rates began to fall following 
a controversial study published 10 years ago 
linking MMR with autism. 

Although the study has since been widely 
dismissed, public confidence in the jab has 
still not been fully restored. 

Dr Chandrakumar told Kent on Sunday 
there had been 23 confirmed cases of measles 
in Kent between January and September this 
year, compared to just seven in the same peri¬ 
od last year. 

Susceptible 

He said: “We are starting to see a clear 
increase in cases as the number of children 
who are susceptible because they haven’t 
been vaccinated has gone up. 

“The MMR uptake rate in Kent has fallen 
to about 80 per cent, and unless it is 95 per 
cent then people will be at risk and we will 
see more cases. 

‘We have asked all GPs to give the vaccine 
to all children who have not already received 
it, but obviously it is the parents’ choice. 

‘We are trying to advise them there is 
no risk at all that their children might 
become autistic, but you can understand 
their anxiety because of all the controversy 
about it.” 

In Dr Chandrakumar’s letter, he also urges 


parents to arrange for an MMR jab even if 
their child has received a single vaccine for 
measles. 

He said this was because the effectiveness 
of these vaccines “is not assured”. 

Dr Chandrakumar added: “When the con¬ 
troversy started we were still advising par¬ 
ents the MMR jab was safe, so the NHS was 
obviously not going to offer a single measles 
vaccine. 

“A number of people set up private clinics 
and offered it as a result, but a number may 
not have been properly monitored so we don’t 
know how effective the vaccines were.” 

Low uptake 

Last month KoS revealed how all three of 
the county’s primary care trusts have MMR 
uptake rates that are lower than the safety 
barrier of 95 per cent. 

Eastern and Coastal Kent PCT spokesman 
Gary Mcfegan said the percentage of children 
immunised by their second birthday had fall¬ 
en from 88 per cent in the final quarter of 
2006 to 79 per cent in the final quarter of 
2007. 

He added: “The Department of Health is 
very clear that its own experts say parents 
who have not had their children vaccinated 
with the MMR vaccine should do so as soon 
as possible. 

“The MMR vaccine take-up rate is not high 
enough to cancel out the threat of a measles 
outbreak. 

“Measles is a serious illness and in some 
cases it can be fatal. Delaying immunisation 
puts children at risk.”

week-long trial early last month. 

His victim, who cannot be named for legal 
reasons, had wept from behind a screen as 
she described how she walked home from 
watching a Sex Pistols tribute band at her 
local pub with friends. 

The jury heard how the woman, now 29, 
was attacked after pausing briefly to make 
a telephone call to her boyfriend to tell him 
she loved him. 

She described how she was taken to 
secluded countryside spots before being 
raped three times. 

Bennett was described as being “in 


denial” by Judge Phillip Statman at his sen¬ 
tencing on September 3, but his supporters 
still refuse to accept the guilty verdict. 

Among the claims made on the 
Justice4Kelvin site are that he “failed to 
remember a one-night stand eight years 
ago” and that he was “not capable” nor “in 
need of” raping anybody. 

It also criticises the evidence given by wit¬ 
nesses who heard the victim’s screams, and 
makes several disparaging remarks about 
the victim herself. 

One of the website’s pages contains a sur¬ 
vey asking visitors whether they believe 
Bennett to be innocent or guilty. On Friday, 


249 people had clicked the ‘not guilty’ option 
while 80 had chosen ‘guilty’. 

Det Chief Insp Dave Withers, of Kent 
Police’s cold case unit, said: “We are aware 
there is a website that has been set up by 
supporters of Kelvin Bennett. 

“However, we cannot take any action in 
relation to it. 

“We presented the best evidence we could 
to the jury and Bennett had the opportuni¬ 
ty to respond during the trial, but the jury 
unanimously found him guilty of all 
offences.” 

An email sent to the website’s anonymous 
creator for comment was not answered.

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Documentary uncovers mystery of guests at christening

Look who’s filmed 
holding the 


NEVER seen before footage of the 
Queen and her cousin Lord 
Mountbatten in Kent has been 
discovered, and is set to be 
screened in a new BBC pro¬ 
gramme. 

The film is in the care of Screen Archive 
South East. It was taken at a christening but 
its origin remained a mystery until investi¬ 
gators on the BBC show Inside Out solved it. 

They discovered when the christening took 
place, who was involved, and even the man 
who was the baby at the happy event. 

The incredible film was discovered by 
Leeds BBC TV producer Tony Parker in the 
boot of a car in Yorkshire as he searched for 
footage of World War Two. 

The only clue as to who it belonged to was 
labelling with accompanying material which 
carried the name Dr Victor Don, from 
Ashford. It was handed to Screen Archive 
South East, which dated the film 1950, 
though unusually the footage is in colour. 

In addition to Princess Elizabeth, as she 
was, Lord Mountbatten is seen in the back¬ 
ground at Mersham church near Ashford. 

Beginning the process of finding out who 
was who, where and why, Inside Out showed 
the footage to royal historian Hugo Vickers, 
who filled in most of the gaps.

He tells Inside Out presenter Cheryl 
Baker, who lives in Sevenoaks: “The presence 
of Lord Mountbatten was a big clue and I 
also recognised his daughter who was hold¬ 
ing the baby, Patricia Braboume and her 
husband John Braboume. 

“Obviously Mountbatten was the grand¬ 
father and in fact the Queen, as Princess 
Elizabeth, was godmother to the second 
son Michael John in 1950.” 

Having established whose christening it 
was and the date, Inside Out tracked down 
the baby, now 58-year-old Michael John 
Knatchbull, son of John Knatchbull the 
7th Lord Braboume, who never knew the 
film existed. 

Of his emotions at seeing the film for the 
first time, he added: “It makes me feel joy¬ 
ful and a little sad in some ways as well, 
seeing a lot of people there who are dead 
now who I was very fond of. Still am.” 

Michael’s grandmother and younger 
brother were killed in a fishing trip in 1979 
with Lord Mountbatten when he was 
assassinated by the IRA. 

Michael says of his grandfather: “I miss 
him dearly - he was such a wonderful 
man. Just seeing him now in that film

brings back so many fond memories of him.” 

Dr Victor Don was the Knatchbull family 
doctor. Coincidentally, before he died John 
Braboume became Patron of the Screen 
Archive South East, where Dr Don’s film is 
now stored.

Economist: prices 
could keep rising 

HIGHER inflation may lead to pressures to 
put up wages and to even raise prices, warned 
the Bank of England’s chief economist. 

Spencer Dale, a member of the group that 
sets interest rates every month, also said the 
housing market slump poses a threat to con¬ 
sumer spending - which would not be good for 
the overall economy. 

Speaking at a Dover Chamber of Commerce 
meeting, he said inflation expectations of 
households and firms were “difficult to assess” 
and their relationship with wages and prices 
“imprecise”. 

Mr Dale added: “I remain alert to the possi¬ 
bility that the current period of high inflation 
may cause inflation expectations to become 
less firmly anchored.” 

Cash machine ram 
raider sent to jail 

A MAN who stole two cash machines and 
metal cabling has been sentenced to six years 
in prison by Maidstone Crown Court. 

Henry Dunn, 26, from Barnfield Park 
Caravan Site in Sevenoaks, pleaded guilty to 
three instances of theft and burglary at an ear¬ 
lier hearing on July 11. 

He admitted to stealing a cash machine 
from BP Tollgate Service Station in Gravesend 
on October 19, 2006, using a stolen 4x4 to 
remove it. 

Dunn also caused £140,000 of damage using 
a mechanical digger to remove a cash machine 
from Nationwide Building Society at Longfield 
on August 1, 2007.

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Hospital clean-up 
as C diff outbreak 

takes patient’s life

A COMMUNITY hospital in 
Dartford has been closed for deep 
cleaning after a superbug out¬ 
break left one patient dead. 

The 30-bed Livingstone Hospital, which 
specialises in rehabilitative care for the eld¬ 
erly, reported three cases of Clostridium dif¬ 
ficile (C diff) in August and a further four in 
September. 

KOS Media has been running a hand 
hygiene campaign to help reduce the number of 
superbug deaths, and Kent Health Protection 
Unit director Dr Mathi Chandrakumar has 
used this latest case to highlight the “great 
importance” of people washing their hands 
before and after visiting patients. 

A spokesman for NHS West Kent said the 
hospital was closed as a precautionary meas¬ 
ure until infection control procedures - 
including the deep clean - are carried out. 

Chief executive Steve Phoenix said: “As of 
today there are no new cases of active infec¬ 
tion at the Livingstone and we are working 
towards being able to reopen the hospital once 
extensive deep cleaning has been completed. 

“I am disappointed we have this infection 
at the Livingstone, which has had a very 
good record of providing excellent care. 

“I would like to reassure the public that the 
staff have been working very hard to stop the 
infection spreading, and their sustained 
efforts will continue. 

‘We are working closely with both our 
infection control team and our colleagues 
from the Kent Health Protection Unit.” 

C diff is carried harmlessly by one in three 
of the population and can become a problem 
when the gut’s natural defences are weak¬ 
ened by antibiotics. 

It causes diarrhoea, which can pose a sig¬ 
nificant risk to elderly or frail patients. 

Dr Chandrakumar said: “My team have 
held meetings with staff at Livingstone 
Hospital and I am satisfied the necessary 


measures have been implemented. 

‘We are continuing to monitor the situation 
and to support NHS West Kent in the work 
they are doing. I would like to remind every¬ 
one of the great importance of washing their 
hands before and after visiting hospitals.” 

Of the seven patients who contracted C diff 
at the hospital, a further two also died. 

However, post-mortem examinations 
concluded their deaths were due to other 
non-related causes. 

Meanwhile, the number of cases of another 
hospital superbug - MRSA - has fallen sig¬ 
nificantly throughout Kent. 

According to NHS South East Coast, three 
out of four hospital trusts it oversees in the 
county have beaten the Government’s target 
of a 50 per cent reduction. 

Only Medway, with a reduction of 40 per 
cent from 10 MRSA cases between April and 
June, 2006, to six between April and June, 
2008, failed. 

Dartford and Gravesham NHS Trust 
recorded the biggest reduction of 67 per cent 
while Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells saw a 
drop of 79 per cent and East Kent Hospitals 
55 per cent. 


NHS South East Coast chief executive 
Candy Morris said: “MRSA is being tackled 
strongly across the region, and the risk of 
infection is now much lower. 

“Patients can know that, when they visit 
our hospitals, their chances of contracting 
MRSA are far lower than they have been and 
that all staff are working hard to eradicate 
avoidable infections altogether. 

“I would like to thank the dedicated teams 
of doctors, nurses, cleaners and all those 
working in our hospitals for their commit¬ 
ment, hard work and vigilance in tackling 
what was a serious problem.” 

Despite the good news, a leading microbiol¬ 
ogist warned this week that patients were 
now at risk of a new superbug. 

Professor Hugh Pennington said the PVL 
(Panton-Valentine leukocidin) infection is 
capable of killing previously healthy young¬ 
sters within 48 hours. 

The bacteria, which attack the body by 
destroying white blood cells in the immune 
system, can combine with MRSA to become 
even more deadly. Cases of the bug have 
more than doubled nationally in recent 
years, from 224 in 2005 to 496 in 2006.

Tunnel fire stacks 
up delays on roads 


MOTORISTS have been warned to expect 
frequent delays over the coming weeks as 
Operation Stack is regularly implemented. 

Last Thursday’s Channel Tunnel fire has 
greatly reduced the number of HGVs able to 
leave the country at once, so part of the M20 
will need to be used as a large lorry park. 

Police say they are working with partner 
agencies around the clock to monitor 
demand by freight hauliers for cross- 
Channel services, and Eurotunnel, the Port 
of Dover and ferry operators are attempting 
to provide as much capacity as possible. 

But the tunnel fire means its overall capac¬ 
ity is likely to be reduced for some time. 

Last weekend the Highways Agency intro¬ 
duced its Quick Moveable Barrier System 
onto the M20, and this will remain in place 
for the time being. 

The barrier creates a contra-flow system on 
what would normally be used as the London- 
bound carriageway between junctions 12 
(Cheriton) and 11 (Hythe). 

This allows one lane of traffic to flow coast- 


bound and two in the opposite direction. 

When Stack is not in place, this section of 
the M20’s coast-bound carriageway is used 
as normal by traffic. 

However, if police decide to implement 
Stack, this carriageway is used to queue and 
release up to 750 lorries for Continental serv¬ 
ices. Many cars then head onto the A20, caus¬ 
ing hold ups and tailbacks on that road. 

Problems created as a result of the fire 
have renewed calls from the police and Kent 
County Council for a new lorry park in the 
county. 

Assistant Chief Constable Allyn Thomas 
said: “From this force’s repeated experience 
of having to run Operation Stack, it is abun¬ 
dantly clear an alternative permanent solu¬ 
tion must be found eventually.” 

Meanwhile, Eurostar has announced an 
increase in available tickets for some servic¬ 
es running from tomorrow until Thursday. 

However, the train service remains 
restricted, with extended journey lengths 
and longer waiting times at stations. 


Mobility scooter catches driver 


A BIZARRE car chase through a multi¬ 
storey car park ended with a Shopmobility 
scooter blocking the getaway of a driver who 
had hit another vehicle. 

Security guard James Stevens put his foot 
to the floor to gain the scooter’s maximum 
speed of four mph as he headed off the escape 
of a motorist who had caused £1,300 of dam¬ 
age to a parked Ford Fiesta. 

He used his knowledge of the intricate pas¬ 
sageways in the car park of The Mall, 
Maidstone, to catch the car - which had tried 
to escape the pursuing invalid scooter by 
dodging from floor to floor. 


The chase went up three storeys to level six 
before the scooter was manoeuvred directly 
into the fleeing car’s path. 

“My mates have all had a bit of a laugh 
about the whole thing,” said Mr Stevens. 
“But I was doing what I’m paid to do.” 

Details of the incident are now with insur¬ 
ers. The police were not involved. 

Mr Stevens was at the wheel of the scooter 
because he was bringing it back after a shop¬ 
per had used it to tour local stores and then 
to get to back to their car. It is part of a four 
vehicle fleet owned by The Mall and avail¬ 
able to those who need them at a cost of £3.

Mr Warner was also a keen participant in 
amateur dramatics and the exhibition 
includes many of his original studio display 
prints of people and events in Dover and 
excerpts of his original 16mm Dover films, 
presented on a touch-screen console. 

He photographed everything from wrecks 
in the English Channel to bulldogs in the 
studio, from famous visitors to a range of 
local events and people. 

The collection was bequeathed to Dover 
Museum by Mr Warner himself and covers a 
huge range of subjects, giving a unique snap¬ 
shot of life in the town from half a century ago. 

Professional 

Ray Warner was bom in Folkestone in 
1914. He worked for the well-known photog¬ 
raphers Lambert Weston and Son at their 
office in Folkestone. 

He moved to the Bench Street, Dover, office 
in 1938, which had been founded by Lambert 
Weston in 1856. 

Employee Dorothy Sherwood bought the 
company in 1922, trading under her own 
name and Lambert’s until she sold up in 1939. 

The buyer was Mr Warner, and it was the 
start of a new era. He also operated under 
the Lambert Weston name until 1959 when 
the name was finally dropped. 

Mr Warner had mothballed the business 
shortly after acquiring it so he could serve as 
as an RAF photographer in World War Two. 

He was also interested in cinematography 
and his new studios at 42 Townwall Street 
contained a film studio and viewing cinema. 

From 1947 he began to film local events 
and happenings on professional 16mm 
stock, which he compiled into an annual

film shown at the Dover Film Festival. 

He produced this every year and gave a pri¬ 
vate showing each year to Queen Elizabeth 
the Queen Mother after she became Lord 
Warden in 1979. 

Assistant museum curator Mark Frost 
said: “This unique collection is a fascinating 
insight into life in Dover all those years ago. 

“It is a real tribute to the talent of Ray 
Warner and a life behind the camera lens. He 
photographed every subject from famous vis¬ 
itors like Harold Wilson to local people and 


events. Ray retired in 1977, but continued to 
make his annual Dover Film right up to his 
death on December 15,1989. 

“This remarkable archive of local footage, 
compiled by Ray over 40 years, was 
bequeathed to Dover Museum in his will and 
we are delighted to be able to host this fasci¬ 
nating retrospective of his work.”

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MONEY WORRIES? 

Help is now available, so why 
bury your head in your hands? 
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• Refused a loan 
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‘Hero’ therapist 
locked up for sex 
abuse of patients

A HYPNOTHERAPIST 
who posed as a decorated 
war hero has received a 
five-year jail sentence after 
sexually assaulting his 
female clients. 

Stephen Dyer, 50, of Dover Road, 
Folkestone, initially denied the seven 
counts of sexual assault but was 
found guilty at Canterbury Crown 
Court on Thursday. 

He was also given a Sexual Off¬ 
enders Prevention Order that stops 
him from being able to work as a 
hypnotherapist, psychotherapist or 
counsellor, and must sign onto the 
sex offenders register for life. 

Dyer was originally arrested on 
January 31 last year after police 
received a report he had sexually 
assaulted a woman in her 20s who 
had gone to him for treatment at his 
offices in Hawkes Lane, Canterbury.

The allegation sparked an investi¬ 
gation by officers in the Public 
Protection Unit who began to uncov¬ 
er a series of offences. 

The investigation uncovered the 
fact Dyer had told his clients he was 
a former major in the Royal Marines 
who had received the Military Cross 
for bravery in the Falklands War. 


Det Insp Andy Somerville said: “He 
told his victims - vulnerable young 
women who had come to him for help 
- that he also counselled soldiers suf¬ 
fering from post-traumatic stress dis¬ 
order after the Falklands War. 

“He used the lies to intimidate. He 
was saying ‘I’m a decorated war hero 
so it’s no use you going to the police - 
don’t try and push this too far’.” 

Police also praised the brave vic¬ 
tims and have appealed for anyone 
else who thinks they may have been 
a victim to come forward 

Following the case Det Sgt Emma 
Atkins said: “Stephen Dyer is a calcu¬ 
lating man who preyed on women’s 
vulnerabilities for his own sexual 
gratification. 

“He used his training as a hyp¬ 
notherapist and psychotherapist to 
groom his clients, gain their confi¬ 
dence and abuse their trust in the 
worst possible way. 

“We only hope those who have suf¬ 
fered at his hands can now find the 
help they deserve, although for some 
the road to recovery will be difficult 
as they and their families will have 
to learn to trust another therapist.” 


Police work to recruit 
m inorities wins praise 


KENT Police have been shortlist¬ 
ed for an award recognising the 
force’s work to recruit ethnic 
minority police officers. 

Kent Police has been shortlisted 
in the Diversity in the Workplace 
category in the awards run by 
Personnel Today magazine. 

The nomination came after 
Inspector Sonia Lassnig from Kent 
Police’s Diversity Support Team 
put forward an entry statement 
outlining the challenges facing the 
force in taking positive action to 
recruit ethnic minority officers and 
the initiatives introduced to help 


tackle those challenges. 

She said: “Research showed that 
we needed to dispel misconcep¬ 
tions about police work within 
certain minority ethnic groups so 
a career in Kent Police would be 
recognised and respected by 
potential applicants and their 
wider families.” 

The recognition comes after a 
black Kent detective, Det Sgt 
Wendell Henry, claimed in July 
that there was “widespread” 
racism in the county’s force. 

Kent Police strongly refuted the 
allegations.

Reward on 
offer to help 
track down 
shop raiders 

A £10,000 reward has been offered for infor¬ 
mation in the hunt for the masked men 
who carried out an armed robbery. 

The incident took place at the One Stop 
shop in Rusthall High Street, near Tunbridge 
Wells, on Thursday, September 11. 

Two men wearing crash helmets threat¬ 
ened a security guard with a handgun and 
stole cash boxes from him as a delivery for 
the cash machine was being made at about 
11am. 

They then ran from the shop and drove 
away in a grey Ford Escort van. It was later 
found abandoned and set alight in a car 
park near the Spa Hotel. 

The hefty reward for information leading 
to an arrest and conviction is now being 
offered by the owner of the cash machine. 

Det Insp John Phillips said: “I hope the 
substantial reward that has been offered 
will encourage people to come forward. 

“Fortunately no-one was hurt during the 
incident, but we shouldn’t lose sight of the 
fact that there were customers and staff in 
the shop and this was a very frightening 
experience for them. It is important that we 
arrest the people responsible.” 

Crash helmets 

Both robbers were wearing dark clothing 
and crash helmets to hide their faces. One 
of the men is white, in his 20s, about 5ft 6in 
and was wearing a dark woollen hat. 

Police believe he may have been in the 
Mount Ephraim area after 11.20am. 

Officers have also made appeals for infor¬ 
mation about the getaway vehicle. 

DI Phillips said: “I am very keen to get 
more information about the grey Escort 
van, registration T659 JOA, used during 
the incident. I want to focus on where this 
van has been in the two weeks leading up 
to the robbery - did you see it in the area?”

INVICTA FM is to undergo the 
biggest transformation in its 24- 
year history after confirming the 
radio station is to change its name. 

As part of a major overhaul by owner 
Global Radio, Kent’s biggest commercial 
radio station will become known as Heart. 

It joins 30 other stations across the 
UK going through a multi-million pound 
rebrand in a move designed to make it 
easier to sell more advertising and attract 
more listeners. 

The changeover will take place over the 
next 12-18 months, with DJs increasingly 
referring to Invicta as the dieart of Kent’ 
before the new name is made permanent. 

Bosses say the station will maintain “all” 
existing local programmes, presented by 
local DJs, amid fears there would be more 
nationwide networked shows shared by all 
the Heart stations up and down the country. 

Neil Webster, managing director of 
Invicta FM and Gold said: “This develop¬ 
ment is important for the future strength of 
Invicta FM. 

“Commercial radio is consolidating to 
ensure it is a strong competitor to the BBC, 
and we will continue to provide our listen¬ 
ers and advertisers with a first-rate local 
station, supported by the largest owner of 
commercial radio in Britain. 

“The change to Heart will be progressive, 
and we will take our listeners and advertis¬ 
ers with us throughout this process.” 

When asked whether he expected a back¬ 
lash from listeners who would be sorry to 
see the Invicta name disappear, Mr Webster 
replied: “To be honest, I don’t know.” 

He added: “It’s a big decision to make as 
we are the biggest player in commercial 
radio in Kent. But Heart is a successful 
brand so we’re going to be part of a big 
radio network. 

‘We’re not going to lose the localness and 
we hope over time the listeners will see the 
station as being their heart of Kent. 

“The name Invicta is iconic and the sta¬ 
tion is one of the most successful business¬ 
es in the country. 

“I’ve been involved in radio for a long time 
and it’s hugely powerful and envied across 
the country. 

“But there’s no reason why we can’t be 
massive as Heart as well.” 

Invicta FM launched in 1984 from studios 
in Station Road East, Canterbury. 
Originally called Invicta Sound, it then was 
renamed Invicta Radio before switching to 
Invicta FM. 

In 1991, it switched from Canterbury to 
studios on the John Wilson Industrial 
Estate in Chestfield, Whitstable. 

Well-known personalities who once called 
Invicta home include Radio l’s Pete Tong

and tabloid talkshow host Jeremy Kyle. 

Initiated by Global Radio’s chief executive 
Ashley Tabor, the plan is to simplify its seven 
core brands to make it a more attractive 
proposition to advertisers. 

Invicta FM is currently part of a group of 


stations sold to advertisers as the One 
Network; the bulk of which will also now 
assume the Heart moniker. 

Other brands in the stable are: LBC, 
Galaxy and Choice, Classic FM, Gold AM, 
Xfm and the Hit Music Network. 

Quoted in industry title Media Week, Mr 
Tabor explained: “Advertisers know what they 
are buying when they get Heart. 

“Most clients don’t know what buying the 
One Network means... [the stations are] a rag¬ 
bag collection of local stations and clients need 
the message to be simplified.”

REMNANTS of the Medway 
Queen will be visited by a war 
hero for the first time since it 
rescued him from Dunkirk 68 
years ago. 

When Frank Barton attends the Salute to 
the ‘40s event at Chatham’s Historic 
Dockyard this weekend, it will be the first 
time he will have seen any part of the 
historic paddle steamer since it saved his 
life back in 1940. 

The 89-year-old, from Newbury in 
Berkshire, will be accompanied on Sunday 
by daughter Pat Ash and will be the 
Medway Queen Preservation Society’s 
guest of honour. He will also be named an 
honorary life member of the society. 

Mr Barton said: “The Medway Queen 
saved our lives and it opened up a new 
chapter for many of us. 

“It allowed us to carry on fighting in the 
war and later we were able to get married 
and have children. If it hadn’t been for that 
boat we would have been taken prisoner, if 
we weren’t all killed first. 

“I think it’s wonderful that it is being 
rebuilt because nobody else is doing any¬ 
thing like that. We’re losing all our history 
really. We’ve kept a few planes from the 
war, but not much else. 

“It’s a great honour to be named an hon¬ 
orary member and I’m thrilled about it. It’s 
just a shame I won’t be able to easily visit 
the Medway Queen when it comes back to 
Chatham.” 

Mr Barton was an airman with the 4th 
Army Co-operative Squadron of the Royal 
Air Force when its French base was 
destroyed by German fighter pilots. 

He and his brave colleagues had little 
choice but to join the troops ducking from 
village to village en route to Dunkirk, 
where they hoped to be picked up by vessels

from home. When they eventually reached 
the war-tom city, they were ordered to 
climb aboard the waiting Medway Queen 
as quickly as possible. 

Despite spinning out of control after hit¬ 
ting a mud bank, as well as being constant¬ 
ly shot at from the sky, the vessel escaped 
and made its way safely back to England. 

The rescue mission was one of a record 
seven completed during the war by the 
Medway Queen, which also shot down 
three enemy aircraft and was later award¬ 
ed four awards for gallantry. It was also 
given the title the Heroine of Dunkirk. 

However, after being taken out of service 
in 1963 she narrowly avoided being 
scrapped and has sunk twice since. 

Preservation society spokesman Brian 
Goodhew said: “Showing Frank the 
Medway Queen has proved to be a problem 
as the paddle steamer is in storage ready 
for the re-building of the hull in Bristol. 

“But for the two days of the 1940s celebra¬ 
tions we will have our exhibition and mem¬ 
orabilia stand alongside the restored funnel 
and giant ornate paddle-boxes. 

“Frank will be our guest of honour and we 
will make sure he enjoys himself.” 

Open between 10am and 6pm both days, 
the Salute to the 40s event showcases life in 
Kent during the war years. 

A wide range of attractions will be avail¬ 
able for visitors to enjoy at the dockyard, 
including displays of a house with an 
Anderson shelter and a kitchen containing 
typical rationed items of the day. 

Demonstrations will include fire-fighting 
displays and mock air raids, and there will 
also be music from the era and a NAAFI 
wagon serving tea and bread pudding.

A VICAR who grew up in 
Bexley has admitted he is a 
war and death junkie as he 
takes on the world’s most dan¬ 
gerous parish - in Baghdad. 

Canon Andrew White was told because 
he suffers from multiple sclerosis he is 
too ill to run a parish in England - 
though that hasn’t stopped him minis¬ 
tering to parishioners in Iraq. 

The disease will eventually kill him, 
and already he has trouble walking and 
talking. But he admits he would not 
trade places after helping to negotiate 
the release of 32 hostages from extrem¬ 
ists in the wartom region. 

But he still feels enormous remorse for 
the loss of dozens of others who were 
executed rather than released. 

Mr White leaves his wife Caroline and 
two young sons behind when he runs St 
George’s Memorial Church in the Iraqi 
capital. 

He told presenter Michael Buerk on 
Radio 4’s The Choice programme that he 
has 35 armed guards when he moves 
around and would be bored if he worked 
in London. He has a price on his life and 
had guns held to his head. 

Mr White, 44, admits he is “mad” to do 
the job, adding that he is the only one 
who could do it as he never feels fear. 

He said: “It’s a nightmare just getting 
around. If we leave the international 
zone then the whole security becomes a 
completely difference issue. 

“They close down roads, they meet us 
with Iraqi soldiers, they shoot at people 
as we go down the road, and I say to 
them ‘please don’t shoot anybody on my 
way church’ and they say ‘don’t worry, 
we’ll shoot them on the way back’.” 

Asked why he does it, he said: “I’m 
mad. Normal people wouldn’t do this. I 
am not very normal. I don’t know any¬ 
body else who could do this.” 

He said he grew up in the “suburbs of 
Kent” with a sister who was anorexic 
and a brother who killed himself by 
jumping from a cliff when he ill with MS. 

He also trained as an anaesthetist 
before going into the Church and special¬ 
ising in the Middle East. He met his wife 
when he was a curate in Battersea and

six weeks later he proposed. He 
disapproved of the Saddam 
Hussein regime and welcomed its 
overthrow. 

Now there are more problems, 
especially with the kidnap of 
foreigners. 

Mr White said he learned about 
kidnap negotiations from an MI6 
officer. He added: “The fact people 
were being kidnapped and I knew 
something about hostage rela¬ 
tions, and there is often a major 


religious dimension to these 
issues, meant I got involved. 

“I remember one incident of 
being in a room with various bits of 
chopped off fingers and toes. I was 
a bit worried. The parts were quite 
fresh. I thought they were going to 
chop my fingers and toes off. I have 
to confess, I have never been 
afraid. It is very dangerous in this 
kind of work to be scared. I don’t 
really have the concept of fear. 

“I don’t like it very much when 
guns are held to your head, but 
I’m not really scared. My love for 
the Iraqi people keeps me doing.” 

He said he was a friend of 
Margaret Hussein, the kidnapped 
human rights worker who was 
executed, and he also worked on 
the vain release of civil engineer 
Ken Bigley. 

Mr White said: “When the news 
came though about what had hap¬ 
pened to them I admit I cried. 

“But it wasn’t just them - it was 
many other people as well. Of the 
130-something cases we have 
worked on, we have only got back 
alive probably about 32 people. 

“I feel very upset about it. 
There have been times when we 
have arranged for large amounts 


of money to be handed over. 

“You are vulnerable. You do 
wonder if they are going to take 
you. If you don’t think about that, 
then you are crazy. There is 
always a risk. My focus is always 
on getting the people back. I don’t 
think anyone else could do it. 

“There is literally no-one else I 
know who would do it - you need 
the long-term relationship I have 
with these people and you need 
the religion. You need to have 
been around before the war.” 

He added: “I have often said to 


my wife ‘wouldn’t it be nice to have 
a little country parish somewhere’ 
and she has said to me ‘they could¬ 
n’t cope with you and you couldn’t 
cope with them’. And that is prob¬ 
ably true.” 

Asked if he has become a war 
and death junkie, the founder of 
the Foundation for Relief and 
Reconciliation in the Middle East, 
in London, said: ‘Yes. I have to 
face a reality that when I have 
threats, when there are bombs 
going off and rockets, it doesn’t 
worry me in the slightest.”

THE Archbishop’s Palace at 
Charing is a step closer to being 
restored after its owner offered to 
sell the historic building. 

Featured on the BBC’s Restoration series 
in 2004, the 13th century building will only 
be eligible for charity funding if it becomes 
publicly owned. For that to happen, the 
parish council have to raise about £1 million. 

Chairman Tylden Reed broke the news to 
parishioners at a meeting on Thursday and 
appealed to them for help. 

He said: “We are looking for a fairy god¬ 
mother. We know there are a lot of people out 
there who can help us, and we would love to 
show them around and get them interested.” 

The Archbishop’s Palace at Charing is one 
of 17 in Kent that served archbishops travel¬ 
ling between Canterbury and London during 
the 13th and 14th centuries. 

Both Henry VII and Henry VIII were said 
to have stayed there before it was seized by 
the Crown after the dissolution in 1545. It 
was then leased to farmers, who allowed the 
palace to fall into a state of near min with 
few repairs having ever taken place. 

The current owner’s family purchased the 
complex in the 1950s, and today its buildings 
are listed by English Heritage as Grade-I 
and as scheduled ancient monuments. 

Mr Reed said: “One of the walls in the

Great Hall has large cracks in it and has 
been held up by scaffolding for 15 years. 
Something needs to be done quickly but the 
complex needs to be purchased first. 

“English Heritage has all but confirmed it 
will fund the £70,000 to £100,000 needed to 
repair the wall, but it cannot provide it while 
the palace is privately-owned.” 

The original plan was for the Traditional 
Building Preservation Trust to purchase the 
palace, but its owner withdrew her offer to 
sell when the group was unable to capitalise 
on publicity gained from the Restoration pro¬ 
gramme. Donations made, which total more 
than £10,000, will be transferred to the 
parish council. 

The council is to set up a tmst to steer the 
renovation and search for funds, and is look¬ 
ing for specialists in areas such as surveying, 
archaeology and law.

Returning soldiers 
to be made freemen 


SOLDIERS from the Argyll 
and Sutherland Highland¬ 
ers (5 Scots) will be granted 
the freedom of the city of 
Canterbury when they 
return from their combat 
tour in Afghanistan. 

Hundreds of soldiers from the bat¬ 
talion will celebrate the award with a 
parade on Sunday, December 7 
through the city, where they are 
based at Howe Barracks. 

They will join a select group of peo¬ 
ple to have received the historic hon¬ 
our, including the Prince of Wales, 
Lord Carey of Clifton, who was Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury until 2002, and 
former Beirut hostage Terry Waite. 

Speaking from Helmand Province 
in Afghanistan, Captain Stevie Rae, 
spokesman for 5 Scots, said the bat¬ 
talion was delighted. 

“In our time here the people of 
Canterbury have made us feel 
extremely welcome and we look for¬ 
ward to being able to build further

relationships with the community” 
he said. 

Capt Rae said the parade would be 
made up of the battalion’s five troop 
companies, accompanied by pipes 
and drums and led by the regimental 
mascot Cruchan III, a Shetland pony. 

“About 550 soldiers will march 
through the town with fixed bayo¬ 
nets, colours flying and the pipes and 
drums playing. It will be a special 
day for all concerned and indeed his¬ 
tory in the making” 

After a medal parade at Howe 
Barracks in the morning, the march 
through Canterbury will take place 
in the afternoon, followed by a serv¬ 
ice at Canterbury Cathedral and an 
‘all-ranks ceilidh’ that night, 

Capt Rae said the troops had been 
inundated by parcels and letters 
from well-wishers. 

“The show of support we have seen 
from the people of Canterbury Kent 


and indeed the wider area has been 
tremendous, the amount of welfare 
parcels and letters we have received 
has taken us all by surprise” 

A spokesman for Canterbury City 
Council said councillors were due to 
vote in support of the freedom parade 
at a meeting on November 27. 

As of 1430, traditional privileges 
freemen are entitled to include being 
“free of childwite, earesgeue and 
brudtol and of scot-ale, by charter 7 ’. 

Childwite was a fine payable by a 
man or lord for making one of his 
‘bond-women’ - female slaves - preg¬ 
nant. Earesgeue is thought to have 
been a New Year’s gift paid to the city 
sheriff, ‘brudtol’ was a marital tax 
and ‘scot-ale’ was a drinking festival 
towards which people were forced to 
pay by the lord of the manor or his 
bailiff. 

The Argylls are due to return to the 
UK this and next month. They were 
sent to Afghanistan in March.

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Celebrating 
Warhol’s TV

A TELEVISION owned by super- 
star artist Andy Warhol turned 
up at a second-hand shop in Kent 
- and the buyer is putting on a 
display to celebrate its journey. 

Paul Hazleton bought the TV for under 
£500, a 1950s Philco Predicta ‘Pedestal’, 
from Style Counsel in Margate in 2006. 

Mr Hazelton, 46, from Margate, said: “I 
was in Margate by chance and thought I’d 
pop into that shop. 

“My eye went straight to this thing in the 
comer, I didn’t even know it was a TV at 
first, but it seemed kind of meant to be.” 

Mr Hazelton is now working with col¬ 
leagues at Margate organisation Limbo 
Arts to make the television the centre-piece 
of an exhibition. Entitled Andy Warhol’s TV, 
it will reconstmct Style Counsel and re-ani¬ 
mate the broken television set by projecting 
an episode of Warhol’s 1980s show Andy 
Warhol’s TV onto it. 

The television set, made between 1957- 
60, was sold in a 1988 Sotheby’s auction of 
the Andy Warhol collection for $1,100. 

The television turned up at Style Counsel 
in 2006 via a private collector in Scotland, 
although it’s not known when the item 
crossed from the USA. 

Style Counsel owner Kate Jackson said: “I 
knew nothing about the TV so I looked it up 
and realised it was rare and unique. The 
Andy Warhol connection made it special. 

“Unfortunately it wasn’t working. There’s 
a hole in the rear of the screen - he proba¬ 
bly shot it. He’s well known for shooting at 
his TV - they had a love-hate relationship,

he would destroy it to get it off the screen.” 

The pedestal set, which is nearly four feet 
high, is a highly sought-after collectible due 
to its radical design and the fact the Philco 
company went out of business in 1960. 

Warhol was an American artist who 
achieved global fame as a central figure in 
the pop art movement of the 1960s, contro¬ 
versially embracing popular culture, pro¬ 
ducing images of Campbell’s soup and 
celebrities such as Marilyn Monroe. 

He was also a prolific film-maker and 
hosted three television shows in the 1980s. 

Style Counsel, a second-hand shop which 
focused on retro memorabilia, closed in 
December, 2007, after a costly burglary. 

The exhibition will celebrate the second¬ 
hand culture in Margate, as part of the 
town’s wider cultural rejuvenation. 

The exhibition mns from October 18-26 
at the Substation Project Space in Margate. 


Church apologises to Darwin 


NEARLY 150 years after 
Charles Darwin wrote On the 
Origin of Species by Means of 
Natural Selection at Down 
House in the village of 
Downe, Bromley, the Church 
of England has apologised for 
its vilification of the natural¬ 
ist’s theories. 

Rev Dr Malcolm Brown, the 
Church’s director of mission 


and public affairs, has written 
an apology on the Church’s 
website: “Charles Darwin, 
200 years from your birth, the 
Church of England owes you 
an apology for misunder¬ 
standing you.” 

On the Origin of Species, 
published in 1859, introduced 
the theory humans had evol¬ 
ved by a process of natural 


selection. Evolution was seen 
as a direct challenge to 
Christian creationism teach¬ 
ings, and the Church damned 
Darwin’s ideas. 

Darwin lived at Down 
House for nearly 40 years 
until his death in 1882. It is 
now a museum celebrating 
the naturalist, as he worked 
on his theories there.

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School lesson 

left Tanya on 
a spinal board 


A TEENAGE girl who suffered 
serious injuries when a school self- 
defence lesson went wrong has 
won her three-year battle for com¬ 
pensation, writes Steve Knight. 

Tanya Malone was a pupil at St Catherine’s 
Catholic School in Bexleyheath when, in 
January, 2005, she took pari in a demonstra¬ 
tion showing how to escape a headlock. 

But when her instructor lost her footing 
and slipped, the youngster was squashed on 
the carpeted concrete floor. 

Miss Malone, who is now 19, had to be 
taken to hospital on a spinal board with a 
neck brace on while her horrified friends 
were left to fear for her well-being. 

She said: '‘When it happened I really pan¬ 
icked as I couldn’t breathe. 

“I went to the hospital in an ambulance 
and the pain was so bad I thought I might be 
injured permanently. 

“It was a traumatising experience.” 

Miss Malone suffered ongoing back 
problems as a result of the accident and had 
to undergo several sessions of osteopathy to 
cure muscle and ligament damage - injuries 
she has only just recovered from. 

She said: “I’ve always dreamed of joining 
the police and I thought the injuries had 
ended those chances. 

“It took a long while for the doctors to find 


out exactly what was causing the pain and I 
had to have a lot of treatment. It took six 
months just to be able to sit comfortably again. 
All the hospital visits caused a lot of disrup¬ 
tion at school and my GCSEs went terribly. 

Precautions 

“It made me angry because a lesson like 
that should never have been allowed to go 
ahead in a room without safety mats. 

“It’s only when I look back now I realise 
how dangerous it was.” 

The instructor who accidentally injured 


the youngster worked for an independent 
contractor brought in by the school. 

Miss Malone’s pay-out from the school, 
which was for an undisclosed sum, was 
settled out of court. 

Howard Moorby, a personal injury solicitor 
with the Lancashire-based MWR Solicitors 
that represented her, said holding a self- 
defence class without safety mats was a 
“clear breach” of health and safety laws. 

He added: “Tanya’s injuries caused her 
a significant amount of distress and had a 
significant impact on her schooling and per-

sonal life. This case should serve as a warn¬ 
ing to schools that they must ensure all nec¬ 
essary safety precautions are taken when 
organising lessons of this kind.” 

Today Miss Malone’s life is back on track, 
as she was recently accepted to become a 
trainee officer with the Metropolitan Police. 

She said: “I’m over the moon to be accepted 
to train as a police officer. It’s a dream come 
true, especially as I thought I might never 
get the chance following the accident.” 

St Catherine’s school headteacher Patricia 
Slonecki did not wish to comment on the out¬ 
come of the case. 


Port doing ferry 
good business 

THE Port of Dover experienced the busiest 
day in its history for ferry traffic on 
Wednesday in the aftermath of the Channel 
Tunnel fire. 

The port processed 9,662 freight vehicles, 
just 216 short of its daily record set on 
December 6, 2006, and 31 per cent more 
than it expected. 

Traffic comparisons with Tuesday, 
September 9, show the port’s ferry terminal 
also processed 42 per cent more cars (7,128), 
34 per cent more coaches (197) and 35 per 
cent more passengers (33,745) yesterday. 

Bob Goldfield, the Port of Dover’s chief 
executive, said: “This is an exceptional per¬ 
formance by all concerned. Clearly there are 
busy times for months to come while the 
Channel Tunnel can only operate at a frac¬ 
tion of its capacity. 

“The fire in the Channel Tunnel under¬ 
lines the importance of having a thriving 
ferry business at the Pori of Dover as the 
movement of trade and tourism between 
the UK and continental Europe grows.” 

An study of the contribution the Pori of 
Dover makes to international trade con¬ 
cluded that the combined value of import 
and export freight passing through is esti¬ 
mated at between £46 billion-£55bn. 

DVT a threat to 
rail commuters 

SCIENTISTS are investigating fears that 
rail passengers could be struck by deep vein 
thrombosis - a condition usually associated 
with long-haul airline users. 

The potentially fatal condition could 
affect those commuters who have to put up 
with cramped conditions on trains to and 
from London. 

Kent stations such as Sevenoaks, 
Tonbridge, Maidstone and Ashford are 
among the busiest on the south eastern net¬ 
work at rush-hour periods. 

The Rail Safety and Standards Board - 
the industry’s major watchdog - has 
launched a £50,000 research project into the 
potential problem. However, no actual cases 
of the condition have yet been reported. 

DVT occurs when a blood clot forms in one 
of the deep veins of the calf that carry blood 
back to a person’s heart. In most cases they 
are too small to matter, but occasionally a 
piece can break off and lodge in a vein in the 
lung - causing a potentially fatal condition. 

Tony Ambrose, of pressure group More 
Train Less Strain, said: “It doesn’t surprise 
me to hear we are at risk from DVT. 

“Things will keep getting worse until the 
train companies stop trying to cram in ever- 
greater numbers into the same amount of 
rolling stock.”

KENT-educated superstar Tilda Swinton 
helped her new movie hit number one at the 
box office last weekend. 

Swinton, who was taught at the former West 
Heath Girls School, Sevenoaks, stars with 
George Clooney and Brad Pitt in comic spy 
thriller Bum After Reading. 

Oscar-winning film-making brothers Joel 
and Ethan Coen topped the North American 
box office chart, taking £10.7 million in the 
film’s opening weekend. In Burn After 
Reading, Swinton plays Clooney’s love inter¬ 
est, who is less than happy with her life. 

The 47-year-old, who now fives in Scotland, 
said: “I love this galaxy of humourless people I 
have been playing recently. I really, really 
enjoy it. It’s like a secret revenge of mine 
against people who I have met in my fife. But 
this one I have a particular relish with.” 

The film opens in the UK on October 17.

Despite having only been set up six 
weeks ago, Mr Toynbee said SnaffleUp 
already has about 600 users.

THE tale of a giant character 
who walked through Medway 
covered in greenery is one of 
many featured in a new book 
about Kent’s ceremonies. 

Customs in Kent is the first in the 
Folklore of England series by Gravesend 
author Tony Foxworthy, 76, who has been 
researching the topic for the past 50 years. 

Included in the book are ceremonies 
that still take place today - such as the 
blessing of the waters at the annual 
Whitstable Oyster Festival - and others 
which have long since died out. 

Mr Foxworthy said: “The Jack in the 
Green is unusual because it didn’t hap¬ 
pen in many parts of the country. 

“It was all to do with the original 
Sweeps Festival, when the chimney 
sweeps would walk through town with a 
man encased in greenery and people 
playing live music. 

“There are still plenty of strange cus¬ 
toms that are still going on. People think 
they’ve died out but they haven’t.” 

Mr Foxworthy was involved in tradi¬ 
tional customs from an early age when, 
as a child, he would help his grandfather 
and others guard the maypole at 
Lanreath in Cornwall so people from 
neighbouring villages could not steal it. 

He worked for the English Folk Dance 
and Song Society for 20 years and encoun¬ 
tered many different local customs as he 
visited different parts of the country. 

Mr Foxworthy said: “I find it fascinat¬ 
ing that people still take part in unusual 
customs in this day and age. 

“For instance, there are only a handful 
of places that still do candle auctions. 
There is a village in North Yorkshire 
where half-a-dozen or so people meet and 
bid for a piece of land. 

“They light a small candle before they 
start and whoever makes the final bid 
before the flame goes out wins the auction. 

“The land is then his until they meet 
the next year, and the only rule he must 
stick to is he must grow watercress on it.” 

Mr Foxworthy said the next book would 
be about the customs of Yorkshire, but that 
it would probably be released in two vol¬ 
umes because there were so many to cover. 

He added: “I think local customs are so

The wild wildfowl, nicknamed Bert by his 
victims, attacked dozens of homeowners in 
Wainscott near Strood during a four-month 
reign of terror. 

One of the bird’s regular targets was great 
grandmother Hazel Tompsett, of Islingham 
Farm Road. 

The 78-year-old was left with deep cuts to 
her nose, bruising on her hand, arm and 
wrist and scratches on her head after being 
attacked twice in a week. 

The latest incident, which took place on 
Friday, September 12, left her too frightened 
to leave the house alone. 

She said: “I was hanging some washing up 
in the garden when the bird flew down on 
me and clawed me on the head and nose. 

“After he attacked me I could not get back 
into the house. He would not let me move. 

“He has attacked quite a few people, 
including my seven-year-old great grandson 
Charlie. My son is 50 and even he’s fright¬ 
ened of Bert. Our neighbour contacted the 
RSPCA and the RSPB, but nobody seemed 
to want to get him.” 

Hazel’s prayers were answered by 
Medway council’s safer communities team. 
The department’s Russel Songhurst was 
despatched to capture the escaped bird ear¬ 
lier this week.

Safer communities head Gavin Wilders 
said that although council responsibilities 
stop short of keeping an eye on ornamental 
birds, the council decided it should step in 
and help. 

‘We contacted the RSPCA, but they said 
they couldn’t help, so we decided this was a 
practical way in which we could keep the 
community safer, at least from sharp-beaked 
birds. 

We sent Russell, who is one of the coun¬ 
cil’s senior safer communities officers, out 
with the equipment our dog wardens use 
and he managed to catch the peacock and 
put it safely in a cage in the back of his van.” 

The peacock is now enjoying a new life on 
a 10-acre estate near Maidstone. 

Hazel said she delighted the council had 
intervened.

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Abused dead dog 
thrown from cliff 

A COUPLE whose dog died suffering from 
malnutrition and a painful skin condition 
threw the animal’s body over a cliff. 

Susan Kingshot and Barry Webb, of Bell 
Farm Lane, Minster, admitted causing unnec¬ 
essary suffering to the cross-bred dog named 
Jasmine and failing to get her vet treatment. 

Sittingbourne magistrates heard that when 
the dog died earlier this year they threw her 
body over the cliff at Minster. 

Kingshot was given a three-year conditional 
discharge and Webb was given 80 hours’ com¬ 
munity punishment. Both were ordered to pay 
£500 costs and banned from keeping animals 
for life. 

RSPCA Inspector Teresa Potter said after 
the hearing: “If anyone has an animal that is 
sick and they cannot cope then they should 
call us, not allow the animal to suffer and die.”

Website is cruel 

WHEN a young mother was dragged into 
a stranger’s car and repeatedly raped back 
in 2000, she spent the next eight years 
trying to get on with her life. 

She attempted this difficult task despite 
knowing her attacker had escaped 
unpunished and could potentially strike 
again at any time. 

But when 45-year-old Kelvin Bennett 
was arrested and charged with the offence 
last year, only to plead not guilty, she was 
forced to relive what happened in front of 
a crowded courtroom. 

Even after being found guilty by a 
unanimous jury verdict and sentenced to 
12 years in prison, Bennett continues to 
protest his innocence. 

But if that were not insulting enough to 
his victim, a website dedicated to praising 
Bennett and badmouthing her has now 
been set up. 

As Lin Smith of Victim Support Kent 
told Kent on Sunday, it can be difficult 
enough for rape victims to get on with 
their lives without being constantly 
reminded of their ordeal. 

So rather than set up pointless online 
surveys asking visitors whether they 
believe Bennett is guilty or innocent, we 
suggest the creators of this site shut it 
down and find something more 
constructive to do with their lives.

Stand and be judged 

The countdown has begun, 

and TOM SHELDRICK looks at 

the four years we have to 

make some serious changes 


BEIJING has just said 
goodbye to the Paraly¬ 
mpics, and with Boris 
Johnson’s mitts already 
firmly wrapped round the 
Olympic flag, it is now 
Great Britain’s turn to 
stage the greatest show 
on earth. 

In 2008, China hasn’t just 
opened itself up to the compet¬ 
itors and their supporting hoards; 
it has opened itself up to the 
judgement of the world. 

BBC Panorama asked us to 
judge whether they’d kept their 
promises of press freedom. The 
national papers gave us checklists 
of areas to judge - smog levels 
over the stadium, human rights 
record, and so on. 

Of course, when it comes to the 
competition itself, we like to play 
the plucky underdog card, but 
presented with the chance to 
expose the underbelly of Chinese 
society, warts and all, we revel in 
our role as world leaders of 
looking on and looking down. 

Take the hurrah when it was 
revealed the young girl who 
performed in the opening cere¬ 
mony was miming to the singing 
of another youngster whose face 
did not fit. Like we wouldn’t have 
done the same! 

The reality is that the Chinese 
put on one hell of a show - and 
we’re going to have to go some 
way to match it. 

In 2012 Britain will open itself 
up to the world - even more than 


it already does - and, when the 
torch arrives, hopefully through 
Dover, invite the rest of the world 
to judge us. 

If we want to make the right 
impression, I’d suggest taking 
some advice from the Germans. 

Self-assessment 

Germany’s done more than its 
fair share of self-assessment in 
recent years. 

Around 40 years ago, German 
adolescents began asking their 
parents: ‘what did you do under 
the Nazis?’ This Baby Boom 
generation caused a seismic shift 
in national mentality after the 
horrors of the Holocaust, namely 
from collective denial to a certain 
dignified repentance. 

The Germans have since used 
sport as a big part of redisc¬ 
overing some national pride and 
came out as successful hosts of 
the 2006 World Cup and arguably 
the leading recyclers in Europe. 

But a lack of confidence is far 
from our problem - we’ve been 
basking in an assumed super¬ 
iority for centuries, thinking we’ve 
got it right and the rest of the 
world should aspire to be like us. 

The ‘civilising missions’ of the 
19th century have changed into 


self-serving interventions in 
minor wars in the 21st - our own 
commercial interest of course still 
the chief condition. 

We in modern-day Britain seem 
to think we deserve to live in 
luxury, neglecting the millions 
who don’t, and ruining our planet 
in the process. 

Human geographers struggle to 
find ‘politically correct’ terms 
(they seem to have settled on 
MEDC and LEDC - more and 
less economically developed 
countries) to picture the diff¬ 
erence between us and them, the 
West and the rest, reveal this 
inherent feeling of superiority. 

Dependency theory believers 
would argue the rich are rich at 
the expense of the poor, imp¬ 
overishing, spreading disease to, 
and killing huge numbers in the 
process - not with malicious in¬ 
tent, but reckless irresponsibility. 

Greed 

We seem to think it’s okay to 
have three freezers and three cars 
per family - as long as China, 
India, or Africa doesn’t become 
developed enough to be able to 
have the same. 

The pinch of the ‘credit crunch’ 
has seen the average Briton 


complaining he can’t pay his bills. 
But last Sunday the Currys car 
park last was still packed with 
people buying new HD TVs to go 
with their Sky dishes. Just maybe 
the economic recession will make 
us see how privileged we are. 

The ruling handed down to the 
Kingsnorth Six last week may be 
a more significant landmark. 

The jury’s judgement that the 
defacement was justified, weighed 
up against Kingsnorth’s long¬ 
term emissions, showed the 
government the average John 
does believe we need to do 
something about pollution. 

After all, atmospheric carbon 
dioxide has increased 22 per cent 
in 50 years, the last two decades 
of the 20th century were the 
hottest in 400 years and Arctic ice 
is rapidly disappearing. 

Unfortunately, ‘every little 
helps’ doesn’t really cut it 
anymore - we need a wholesale 
change in our mentality, starting 
with a little self-judgement. 

If not, the next generation will 
be turning to us in 20 years time 
and asking: “Why were you so 
greedy? Why did you ruin our 
planet?” 

The rest of the world might 
even be asking that in 2012.

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VAUXHALL is about to test Ford 
in two ways. 

Firstly, the new Vauxhall Insignia looks 
like a threat to German executive models let 
alone Ford’s latest and more upmarket third 
generation Mondeo. 

Secondly, will the Vauxhall send an impor¬ 
tant message to buyers that here is some¬ 
thing different and worth checking out, by 
dropping the proven Vectra model name? 

And the new Insignia will underline the 
name change with a radically simplified and 
updated version of the Vauxhall badge. 

We have yet to drive the car, but previews 
‘in the metal’ confirm that it is more com¬ 
pact and even better looking. 

And though GM clearly intends to attack 
executive marques like BMW, Mercedes- 
Benz and Audi, the Insignia will start from 
just £15,935 - £500 less than the outdated 
Vectra that it replaces. 

It is a stunning price for a sleek new car 
with an impressively low drag factor (Cd) of 
0.27 and the sort of four-door coupe styling 
increasingly popular at this level. It also 
catches the eye with a distinctive ‘signature’ 
line - Vauxhall calls it a ‘blade’ - behind the 
front wheel arch. 

This feature will not be unique for much 
longer as Vauxhall revealed this week 
that a version will also appear on the next- 
generation Astra. 

And the Insignia’s sharpness may dull 
after we see battalions on our motorways, 


but the svelte newcomer is sure to slow sales 
for its biggest and rather less stylish looking 
rival, the Ford Mondeo. 

The car will be available initially as a 
hatchback or saloon, but a sporty estate has 
also been revealed that is more ‘lifestyle’ 
than load-lugger - the final Vectra was a 
huge car built upon the stretched wheelbase 
used for the Vectra’s ill-fated Signum pres¬ 
tige spin-off. 

The power range at launch should keep most 
buyers happy, with a mix of diesels and petrol 
from 130 to 260PS (128-257bhp) and all meet¬ 
ing stringent Euro V emissions standards. 


Not surprisingly, front-wheel drive is stan¬ 
dard but Vauxhall seems keen to add to the 
car’s sporty aura by offering Audi-style all¬ 
wheel drive as a performance option. 

This version will also have a ‘FlexRide’ 
chassis system with ‘Adaptive Stability 
Technology’ to help the car continually adjust 
to prevailing road conditions. The driver can 
also select settings to match his or her mood. 
FlexRide is available on front-wheel drive 
versions too.

BRITAIN’S motor market is going 
through a real shake-up at the 
moment prompted by soaring fuel 
prices, higher taxes, the credit 
crunch and faltering consumer 
confidence. 

And we have questioned whether it now 
makes much sense to buy a diesel for its bet¬ 
ter fuel economy when you pay a premium to 
buy it and then fill up at the pumps. 

The point has been echoed by market 
watchers at Parker’s Car Price Guide which 
said: “Buyers should no longer assume that if 
they choose a new diesel car it will automat¬ 
ically claw back the premium paid compared 
with the petrol version in better fuel con¬ 
sumption. 

“With diesel fuel around 12p more per litre 
at the pumps, and a greater number of diesel 
cars appearing on the used market shrinking 
the return in resale values, drivers really do 
need to be covering high mileages.” 

As an example, a typical diesel family model 
like the Vauxhall Astra 1.7 CDTi Club costs

£1,285 more to buy than a petrol 1.6 Club. The 
cost of fuel over 60,000 miles is almost £900 
more on the petrol than the diesel. 

The diesel is expected to be worth £480 
more after three years and 60,000 miles. 
Therefore, the advantage of the diesel over 
this period is less than £100. Drive fewer 
than 55,000 miles in this period and the 
petrol has an advantage. 

Warranty 

Parker’s has also picked on smart deals in 
the market now, especially in the small car 
sector where demand is tending to firm or 
boost prices. 

A favourite is the Hyundai Getz supermini, 
to be replaced in a few months by the new i20 
and now available from £5,995 with Hyundai’s 
usual five-year/unlimited mileage warranty. 


The entry model Getz GSi is capable of more 
than 50mpg and comes with air con, electric 
windows, a CD/radio, driver and passenger 
airbags and central locking. 

Meanwhile, the guide’s used car experts 
have picked on another Korean bargain - a 
used Kia Picanto city car. 

We would argue that it is not the most butch 
motor on the road, but it costs little to run or 
fuel, comes with good standard kit, has five 
doors and even the oldest will be no more than 
four years old - yet a good one can be bought 
for £2,500 says Parker’s. 

At the other end of the scale, the freefall 
affecting the once all-conquering family car or 
‘Mondeo sector’ means that new but pre-regis- 
tered Peugeot 407 models are astonishing 
value. 

The French car’s case has not been helped by 


a facelift, leaving older stock looking their age 
and hunting desperately for owners. 

Parkers has found some, even at Peugeot 
dealers, for as little as £11,000, with two 2.0- 
litre HDi S models for £10,950 on ’08 plates 
and delivery mileage only. List price for these 
cars was more than £17,000. 

Trailing shots of a more muscular looking 
Toyota Avensis for next year is also easing 
used values for current version of this family 
model - one of the most reliable cars on the 
road, says Parkers. Early examples with sensi¬ 
ble mileages are now down below £4,000. 

Parkers also highlights predictably keen 
deals across the 4x4 and big car markets new 
and used.

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LEAVING aside the creaky old 
Alhambra MPV, Seat has complet¬ 
ed a stylish overhaul of its range. 

The main models now have the corporate 
face: neat rounded trapezoidal grille and 
sweeping headlamps and the Spanish mar¬ 
que’s ‘dynamic line’ sweeping the flanks. 

It has been a dramatic transformation, 
underpinning Seat’s ‘Auto Emotion’ marketing. 

The final piece in the jigsaw - yes, we are 
ignoring the Alhambra since it was never a 
true Seat but a VW/Ford co-operation - is the 
all-new Ibiza. 

The old car was quite a star to drive, but its 
rounded lines were increasingly out of step 
with the edgy and even brutal styling of the 
Leon family hatch-cum-coupe and the various 
sporty Altea MPVs. 

But this new five-door - a three-door 
SportCoupe arrives shortly - fits the new 
regime perfectly. 

Seat opted for a scaled up replacement, in 
the style of other ‘supersize’ superminis like 
the Vauxhall Corsa, Peugeot 207 and 
Renault Clio - no doubt leaving room for a 
future city car contender to slot in below. 


The result is a relatively big and comfortable 
new model, with capacious boot, starting at 
£300 less than the outgoing entry-level 1.2 
Ibiza Reference Sport five-door. 

The range is easier to understand too; out 


go the distinctive yet confusing Reference, 
Reference Sport and Stylance trim levels, in 
favour of the more widely-understood S, SE 
and Sport labels. 

All but one of five launch models also fits 


road tax Band-C (£120/year), though don’t 
rule out a punt later at Band-B (£35/year) 
and even A (free) - the old shape frugal low 
emission Ibiza Ecomotive qualifies for the 
latter and a replacement is on the stocks.

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However, there is nothing exceptional about 
standard spec as tested here and you have to 
move up to SE to get air con and alloys thrown 
in, not to mention 'basics’ like body-coloured 
door mirrors and handles; electrically- 
adjustable and heated door mirrors and elec¬ 
tric windows all round. 

Sport versions fit the bill though, with sports 
suspension and seats, arch-filling 16-inch alloy 
wheels and leather-clad steering wheel and 
gear knob. 

Seat has created a series of affordable add¬ 
ons packs for popular options too, though this 
does undermine the boast that the new range 
opens at £300 less than its predecessor. 

Nevertheless, a £250 ‘convenience pack’ for 
SE and Sport models is attractive, throwing in 
rear parking sensors, rain-sensing wipers, 
auto-dimming rear view mirror and ‘coming 
home’ headlight function. 


The omission of ESP (electronic stability 
programme) as standard on the range is also 
offset by another package offering this and 
other safety/driving features for just £280. 

Nevertheless, strip the new car backs to 
basics, as in our test, and you appreciate what 
a good car it is to drive, helped by a relatively 
long wheelbase and wide stance that also 
delivers a good ride. 

The space between the axles also aids cabin 
space, although Seat’s Achilles Heel slightly 
spoils the effect; I don’t know whether it is 
corporate bean counters or a Spanish desire 
to lavish attention on flashy exteriors rather 
than the interiors, but I’m not bowled over by 
the cabin features. 

To be fair, it feels more robust than the old 
car, but lacks the ‘flash’ that could clinch the 
deal with younger buyers attracted initially by 
the exciting lines of the car. 



The 1.2-litre three-cylinder petrol engine 
tested here and carried over from before is also 
showing its age and lack of refinement and go. 
With the resources of the VW Group behind 
Seat though, we can surely expect an upgrade 
on that front soon.

Jobs go as the credit crunch tightens its grip 


ECONOMIC conditions in the South East 
remain tough, with new business volumes 
falling and firms continuing to trim jobs, 
according to August’s Purchasing Managers’ 
Index Business Survey Data, produced for 
the Royal Bank of Scotland by Markit 
Economics. 

Ross Walker, UK economist at the RBS, 
said: “Stagnating activity, however, represents 
a better performance than recorded by many 
other UK regions in August as the downturn 
in the wider economy gathers pace. 


“Despite the recent decline in oil prices, 
cost inflationary pressures remain strong 
and are forcing companies to pass on higher 
charges to consumers, exacerbating already 
weak demand.” 

The index signalled ongoing weak business 
conditions across the region, with activity 
levels virtually stagnant and new orders, 
employment and backlogs of work posting 
further declines. Meanwhile, input and out¬ 
put prices continued to rise at substantial 
rates. 


Private sector firms in the South East 
reported a further decline in the volume of 
new orders they received during August. 
Although modest, the latest reduction was 
the fourth in successive months. 

With incoming new business continuing to 
fall, activity levels were primarily supported 
through the fall of existing workloads. Out¬ 
standing business contracted for an 18th suc¬ 
cessive month, and at a substantial pace. 

Average input costs at South East private 
sector firms continued to rise at a substantial 


rate but firms passed on a portion of their 
increased costs to customers in the form of 
higher output prices. 

The latest rise in charges was the 37th in 
consecutive months and the third strongest 
in the series history. 

Employment fell for the second month 
running during August, as companies made 
further cutbacks to staffing levels following 
declining new business volumes and sus¬ 
tained inflationary pressure on their cost 
structures.

TURNING pixels in pounds is not just a 
catchy logo for a small Cliftonville state-of- 
the-art multimedia company which is 
going big places - it’s delivering the goods 
for itself and its customers. 

Pixel Circus, which operates with just a 
small team in Northdown Road, has some of 
the biggest names in the world as customers 
but they’re just as excited talking about a 
local jeweller who has asked for help. 

It’s the buzz which comes from operating

The company was founded a few years 
ago by video producer, animator and com¬ 
poser Jonathan Yallop, who has a degree in 
music technology and who has also worked 
as a lecturer at a Kent university. 

He was joined in 2006 by fellow director 
Damien Cooke who has management, prod¬ 
uct design, sales and marketing expertise, 
and who was working for an estate agency 
when he met Mr Yallop. 

“Jonathan came up with fabulous ideas 
to show our properties on video and DVD, 
with 3-D animation and flooring plans, 
which were breathtaking. 

“We commissioned a promotional video - 
and Jonathan and I decided to move Pixel 
forward together, joining our technical and 
marketing expertise.” 

Now the firm can count contacts such as 
Reuters, Dorma, Microsoft and Disney - 
watch the 2-D, 3-D sequence of the Pirates 
of the Caribbean on the special effects sec¬ 
tion of their website - as well as a host of 
local companies.

FAVERSHAM-based Shepherd 
Neame, Britain’s oldest brewer, 
has stepped in as a guardian of the 
nation’s hop-growing heritage, pre¬ 
serving the lifeblood of rare vari¬ 
eties more than a century old. 

Sheps has put aside an acre of land at its 
Queen Court Farm, near Faversham, to house 
part of the National Hop Collection, in collab¬ 
oration with Dr Peter Darby, the UK’s leading 
hop researcher. 

This summer, stringing has been put up 
which will accommodate rare breeds, some 
dating from the 19th century. 

Over a couple of acres a host of varieties 
were planted and there was an incredible 96 
per cent success rate, in what has been a good 
hop harvest. 

Flavour 

Head of production, David Holmes, said: ‘We 
have been cultivating the ground and putting 
in wire this summer. 

“This is not about commercial hop-growing; 
it is about preserving many varieties bred over 
the years for their strong natural attributes, 
such as flavour and character. 

“A lot of these hops would never have a life 
commercially but many carry characteristics 
that can be incorporated into modem varieties. 
We also hope to use some of these rare breeds 
to create unique flavours in our microbrews.” 


Britain’s collection of historic hops, previous¬ 
ly held at Wye College, is now principally in 
the care of renowned hop farmer and Nation¬ 
al Hop Association president Tony Redsell at 
China Farm, Harbledown. 

The land at Queen Court Farm provides 
back-up. 

Among top hop varieties are Fuggle, first 
propagated in Kent in 1875 by Richard Fug¬ 
gle, East Kent Goldings, first developed in the 
1700s and frequently used alongside Fuggle, 
First Gold, a Golding dwarf cross, and The Tar¬ 
get, first bred by HRI-Wye in 1972.

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Don’t mis s chance to make 
savings on inheritance tax 


THERE’S still time for tmstees to grab signif¬ 
icant savings on inheritance tax before new 
legislation comes into force on October 5, says 
a Kent tmst management specialist. 

The new mles relate to the Finance Act 
2006 which resulted in the most radical 
change to inheritance taxation of tmsts in 30 
years. It was only thanks to intense lobbying 
from professional organisations that the Gov¬ 
ernment was persuaded to make changes. 

Initially, the changeover period was due to 
expire on April 5, but in the last Budget trustees 
were given a temporary stay of execution and 
the deadline was deferred until October. 

Harvey Barrett, partner of law firm Furley 


Page, which has offices in Canterbury, 
Chatham and Whitstable, said: “Trustees 
have a duty to preserve their trust fund for 
the benefit of the beneficiaries and be pre¬ 
pared to take whatever steps necessary to 
ensure that the least amount of tax is 
payable out of that fund. 

“Now is the time - with the approaching 
deadline - to discuss the possibility with 
their professional advisers and their benefi¬ 
ciaries of restructuring their trust and creat¬ 
ing what are known as transitional serial 
interests or TSIs - new fife interests that 
have the advantage of being taxed under the 
old regime.”

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Staff concerns over 
increased workload

UNCERTAINTY in the workplace 
and a fear by employees that work¬ 
loads will rise during the next 12 
months has been revealed in new 
research for Investors in People UK. 

It shows that workers are already likely to 
be feeling the pressure, with more than half - 
52 per cent - saying that they have seen an 
increase in their workload over the last year. 

Reflecting predicted tougher business condi¬ 
tions, the research - carried out by YouGov - 
reveals that 67 per cent of employees in the 
South East anticipate they’ll experience some 
changes in the workplace over the coming year. 

These include increased workload (45 per cent), 
a new manager (13 per cent), news they may lose 
their job (13 per cent) or relocation (11 per cent). 

Worryingly, 55 per cent of employees say the 
most common sign of change in their organisa¬ 
tion is an increase in meetings happening 


behind closed doors, or hushed or whispered 
conversations, which are big demotivators as 
well as being discourteous. 

Trish Fraser, managing director of Quality 
South East, the Investors in People Centre for 
the region, said: “To ensure productivity and 
motivation levels do not suffer in the current 
climate, it’s important that employers actively 
manage change in the right way. 

“With two thirds of the workforce expecting 
to experience a change in the workplace in the 
next 12 months, bosses must pay heed to 
employees’ views on how they’d like to be kept 
informed in times of change. 

“The research suggests employers can make 
all the difference by delivering news of impor¬ 
tant changes to their staff via a one-to-one 
meeting, by seeking views and listening to 
feedback, and by offering support, whatever 
the changes being implemented. 

“This is vital information for managers 
who are making tough business decisions 
and need to ensure they take their people 
with them, to deliver the best results for 
their employees and the organisation.” 

Research also found that many employees

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Discretion was the 

better part of trust 
for a farm owner 


IN THE last of our series, 
courtesy of Cripps Harries 
Hall LLP, about Julian from 
the City who bought some 
arable land, he now meets 
his solicitor to work out a 
future for his children. 

To follow the story until now go to 
our editions of May 18, June 22, July 
20 and August 17. 

It was dark when Julian left 
Canary Wharf. He’d just lost his job. 
Despite his world having changed, 
he felt curiously light headed follow¬ 
ing his meeting in the Boot and Flog- 
ger with his solicitor from Cripps. 

It was just over two years ago 
since Julian had bid high at the auc¬ 
tion sale to buy the farm. Having 
sold his financial boutique business 
to the bank for redeemable loan 
notes, he had continued to develop 
the business from inside the bank.

He had encashed sufficient loan 
notes to buy the farm for cash. 
Now the rest of the notes were 
worthless, having gone up in smoke 
that morning with the overnight 
announcement that an administra¬ 
tor had been called in. 

The burden of his borrowing 
secured on the loan notes, encash- 
able in six-months time, now fell on 
his London property. Readers may 
recall that Julian’s plan had been to 
pass the farm to his children after 
he had owned it for two years. 

Discussions with his solicitor had 
been whether to proceed with the 
plan. The solicitor proposed a discre¬ 
tionary trust; the farm values had in 
fact risen significantly in the two 
years he had owned it, but it was 
explained that the farm could be 


rolled over into the trust avoiding 
capital gains tax. 

As the farm had been owned and 
run by Julian, through the contract 
farming arrangement with his 
neighbour George, he could pass 
that through to the trust for his chil¬ 
dren free of inheritance tax (IHT). 

Julian was warned there may be a 
tussle over the farmhouse qualify¬ 
ing for IHT exemption but he decid¬ 
ed to take that chance and fight the 
tax people if that arose. 

Julian was excluded from benefit- 
ting from the trust. As he was solvent, 
if he was excluded from benefit then 
not only did that make it safe for the 
future from third-party claims, but 
also it made it effective for IHT. 

He took a deep breath and signed 
the paperwork, banking the farm 
for the children and securing their 
future before stepping fight headed 
into Canada Square and an uncer¬ 
tain future. 


Local produce to hit the shelves 


EIGHTY one new local products will 
be hitting the shelves in Kent as part 
of Asda’s Local Week Celebrations 
from September 29 to October 5. 

The products will be supplied to 
the supermarket using the group’s 
exclusive Bank Farm distribution 
hub, which distributes local produce 
to stores. 

This is part of Asda’s commitment 
to local suppliers which will see 600 
new local products hitting Asda 
stores throughout the UK during 
Local Week. 


The new local suppliers to be 
introduced in Kent include Kent 
and Sussex teabags and Hepworths 
Brewery. 

The use of local hubs as one distri¬ 
bution point not only gives smaller 
suppliers the chance to reach a 
wider customer base but it also cuts 
the number of ‘food miles’ the prod¬ 
ucts travel to reach the Asda stores. 

In the past year alone, the use of 
regional hubs has saved over three 
million food miles. They’re also

Pensions will 
feel the crunch 

RECENT depressing stock market activity 
will affect many people directly, through 
job losses and investments dropping in 
value. But one area it will have hit hard, 
which may not be apparent for a while, is 
our pension funds. 

Final salary pension schemes, the 


ones that have historically promised 
better benefits than personal pensions, 
have been closing in droves, especially 
R 117 Rill E over Y ears > and we have seen 

by LIZ RULE large companies cease offering these 
Pharon Independent schemes, and instead implement 

Financial Advisers Ltd personal pensions. 

One of the reasons that companies 
cannot continue with these schemes is the 
risk to their balance sheets, as the liability 
of the pension fund is included in their 
bottom line. 

In July, 2007, the pension schemes for 
the FTSE 100 companies actually had a 
surplus of £12 billion as a result of rising 
share prices and other asset classes, but 
by July, 2008, this position had swung to 
be £41 billion in deficit. 

This is despite the companies 
contributing nearly £40 billion to the 
schemes over the last three years and 


does not take into account the dramatic 
recent losses. 

It seems that no matter how much 
money these companies throw at their 
schemes, market volatility can come and 
undo their funding overnight. 

That is a high-risk strategy for any 
finance director to cope with, and 
shareholders are unlikely to support the 
continuation of such as situation. 

A recent survey shows that 35 per cent 
of companies are aiming to offload their 
liabilities by buying them out. Until the 
recent turmoil this may have been 
financially possible as the schemes may 
have been in surplus, but it looks as if 
they will now have missed the boat. 

Trustees, like many private investors 
will have to ride out the storm, but how 
bad it will be and how long it will last is 
yet to emerge.

KingsHill business review 


KENT’S Kings Hill is not so much 
a development, but a way of life. 

Steeped in modem history, it has become 
the county’s flagship business park and 
community environment. 

It’s a breathtaking concept - a public/private 
sector partnership with Kent County Council 
to create a mixed-use community, with 800 
acres of landscaped parkland combining two 
million sq ft of commercial use, 2,750 homes, 
educational, retail, community and sports and 
leisure uses. 

Uptake has also been breathtaking - 97 per 
cent of the the 1.2 million sq ft of commercial 
use built so far has been let, with the first half 
of this year being the second best take-up 
period so far. Builders have put up 1,800 
homes and are not easing up because of the 
economic downturn. 

The next phase of commercial use building is 
due to start on course next year, says Liberty 
Property Trust UK which oversees the site. 

Its marketing and leasing associate director 
Caroline Bins said: “From our point of view we 
are full, and we are constantly pump-priming.” 

The firm is the UK arm of Amercian 
property giant Liberty Property 
Trust, and it was through its 
founder, the legendary real estate 
developer Willard (Bill) G Rouse III 
and some leading Kent names from 
the past that the site got developed. 

Brownfield site 

Mr Rouse formed Rouse & Associ¬ 
ates, which subsequently became 
Liberty in 1972, around the time 
that KCC bought the original Kings 
Hill site - a former World War Two 
night fighter squadron base - from 
the Ministry of Defence. 

Originally 650 acres, it became 800 
after KCC bought Heath Farm, and 
the then chief executive Tony Hart 
- another legend here - and a dele¬ 
gation went to Pennsylvania in the 
late 1980s to talk to Mr Rouse about 
developing the brownfield site. 

Mr Hart saw the business park 
concept in America and said he 
wanted similar in Kent - at that 
time there was very little commer¬ 
cial development in the county and 
he saw it as a way of generating 
and promoting the region’s econom¬ 
ic growth. 

A master plan was drawn up and 
evolved, and is still evolving, and a

strong partnership grew up 
between Mr Rouse, Mr Hart and 
Alex King, now KCC’s deputy 
leader, until Mr Rouse died in 2003.

Local management key 
to making model work

business park is that when you get 
smaller companies on site it is very 
nice to be able to grow them, and we 
have great examples of how we have 
done this with some of our tenants. 

“We want to widen our net, widen 
our marketing story and widen our 
reach, and that will enable us to 
speed-up even more the pace of devel¬ 
opment here - there’s no doubt in my 
mind it’s the best in class in the 
region and by widening out we will 
develop faster and that has got to be 
good for jobs and the community.”

Many of the park’s ideas are pio¬ 
neering and Mr Blevins is aiming for 
a medium-sized office mini ‘campus’ 
with almost the feel of a number of 
colleges together, with a smaller 
block for SMEs perhaps closer to the 
central area, which would be good 
news for shops in the retail area. 

A hotel, with full top-class services 
such as conference facilities and so on, 
is also on the cards. (And, by the way, 
the first-half take-up was 166,000 sq 
ft - the best-ever being 180,000 sq ft 
during the whole of 2006.)

KINGS Hill village has become

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A winning formula is 
attracting businesses 
from around the globe 


FROM its inception in the late 
1980s, the intention of King Hill 
was to create a mixed-use business 
community providing an environ¬ 
ment for every aspect of life. 

It’s now considered to be Kent’s premier busi¬ 
ness park and has attracted just short of900,000 
sq ft of commercial occupiers, in more than 100 
companies, who employ some 5,000 people. 

The attraction of the park has been the 
range of different office and research and 
development space, provided at a range of 
rents, and in different size formats. 

This winning formula has attracted a number 
of businesses formerly based in central London, 
including Jupiter, and a range of multi-nationals 
have a presence, including Man, the world’s 
largest hedge fund, and Kimberly-Clark. 

A doorstep population of 3,500 people are 
also offered employment opportunities, and 
between 10-15 per cent of residents work for 
businesses based on Kings Hill. 

Unusually, the scheme has also attracted a 
significant amount of interest through 
bespoke, build-to-suit arrangements, tailoring 
buildings to meet specific requirements. 

Most recently, Rolex Watches has committed 
to build a new headquarters, which has just 
started construction. 

The developer of Kings Hill, Liberty Property

Endorsement

it was a windswept airstrip with three rusting 
hangars and a desolate runway. 

“One year later they started building hous¬ 
es and Bill Rouse, who founded Liberty, 
described it as ‘crane city’. It was at a particu¬ 
larly low cycle in the commercial office mar¬ 
ket and it was fantastic to see builders mov¬ 
ing around the site.

One of the key improvements to Kings Hill 
in the last 24 months has been the opening of 
the A228 dual carriageway which now links to 
the M20 in a few minutes and provides direct 
access to West Mailing for Kings Hill train sta¬ 
tion.

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Development gets ‘G’reen 
light to go back to nature 



IT’S recognised that we all need a 
strong dose of 'vitamin G’ in our 
lives - plenty of open space and 
fresh air, plenty of 'G’reen space 
around us and plenty of 'G’reen 
trees to look at instead of courtyards 
with no room for proper planting. 

Now Environ Country Homes has launched 
Oaks Hamlet at Kings Hill as a development 
that moves forward standards for bringing 
more trees and plants into our lives.

■ A 17.5 per cent increase in property prices 
has been recorded for detached houses in 
the Tonbridge and Mailing area in Kent, an area 
that includes the growing community of Kings Hill.

B EING released after more 
than 16 years at Kent 
capped off a pretty rotten 
week for Matt Walker.

The game was heavily inter¬ 
rupted due to the inclement weather, but 
during a break from the rain, and while Walk¬ 
er was on the field, thieves stole his mobile 
phone, iPod and his car which included a wal¬ 
let, money and items from his benefit fund. 

Later that week he was inf ormed he would 
not be kept on at Kent, despite 16 seasons of 
service with the county, leaving him to look else¬ 
where for another to club to finish his career at. 

Walker was then called back into the side for 
last weekend’s Pro40 finale in place of the 
injured Neil Dexter and Justin Kemp - a 
game which Kent lost and with it, the title. 

After having scored almost 10,000 runs for 
the county including 28 centuries since making 
his debut in 1992, the Kent stalwart feels a lit¬ 
tle aggrieved at not being given the chance to 
finish his career with the club. 

“It was not entirely surprising as I got a 
feeling it might be that way after the lack of 
dialogue I have had this season,” he said. 

“It is just sad to leave a place that you have 
enjoyed playing cricket for so long. 

“I have been extremely lucky to have 16 good 
seasons with Kent. If I had been offered that on 
a plate when I started out I would certainly 
have taken it. In an ideal world I would have 
like to have finished my career at Kent, but it 
doesn’t always work out the way you want it.” 

Walker has found the going tough this year 
after admitting his season didn’t get off to the 
perfect start.

Death takes shine 
off Reeves winning 


T HE past eight 
weeks have been 
the most difficult of 
my life so far. And, 
for the first month or so of 
that time, the most dis¬ 
heartening and annoying 
as well. There have been 
so many emotions, but at 
least, now, I can see the 
way ahead. 

Injury has been at the heart of 
my troubles, and not just one 
injury - but three of them. The 
main injury, though, came when I 
had to pull out of the Italian Open 
after the opening round of the 
tournament on July 17 because of 
a disc problem in my back. 

In addition to that, a combina¬ 
tion of the way I was swinging the 
club to compensate for my back 
pain had meant I had also devel¬ 
oped an ankle complaint. And as if 
that was not enough, I had a lump 
in my wrist similar to a ganglion 
that had necessitated an operation 
to remove it in my mid-teens. 

My immediate thought was that 
I might be able to get a medical 
exemption from the remainder of 
the events on the Ladies European 
Tour this year, which would mean 
that I would automatically keep 
my playing card for next season 
and could spend the rest of the 
year sorting out my injuries. 

But little did I know that the 
Tour had brought in a new rule 
this year which prevented any 
player who had played 10 events 
or more from being granted a med¬ 
ical exemption. I have played 12. 

I was still asked to apply, howev¬ 
er, because they are now thinking 
of dropping this regulation for next 
year because of the number of 
complaints about it they have had. 
So I did, keeping my 
crossed, only to be 
recently that the Tour 
have decided to uphold 
this regulation anyway 
for this season alone. 

Yet, by the time I heard 
this, it was not so bad a 
blow as it could have been 
because thankfully I had 
begun to see an improve¬ 
ment in my back condition. 

Initially, after visiting lots 
of specialists both for the 
back injury and my wrist, 
and having a MRI scan 
on the back to try to find 
out what was wrong, I 
was beginning to 
worry so much that 
the exercises and 
relaxing tech¬ 
niques that I 


had been told to do were not mak¬ 
ing any sort of impression. My 
back was still as painful as ever. 

Then, about three weeks ago, a 
good friend of mine said she had 
been treated by a specialist based 
in West Mailing who had been fan¬ 
tastic. I was feeling so disheartened 
by things by then that I went along 
to see him, and I am so glad I did. 

He uses acupuncture and 
manipulation, and also encour¬ 
aged me to do Pilates exercises, 
and within a week or two I could 
notice a huge difference. Now, I am 
even looking forward to being able 
to swing a golf club properly again. 
- which, a month ago, I could not 
see myself being able to do. 

All I have done since the injury is 
do a bit of putting and chipping. 
My golf bag is still where I left it in 
the house on that day I returned in 
pain from Italy. But, next week, I 
plan to do a bit more chipping and 
putting, and then build up slowly 
to include some pitching and - 
hopefully - some full shots in the 
not too distant future. 
My aim, over the 
next two months, 
is to get my¬ 
self in

to play the last three LET events of 
the season, which are in South 
Korea, India and Dubai in Novem¬ 
ber and December. 

I am currently still 96th in the 
Tour moneylist, despite others now 
having played up to seven more 
tournaments than myself, and I 
need to get into the top 80 to 
secure my card for next year. 

Obviously, I won’t know until the 
start of those three events exactly 
how much more money I will need 
to earn to get back to 80th-place or 
better, but it is unlikely to be a 
huge amount and I am confident 
that - given my back is okay - that 
I could play my way to a new card. 


I t has been a horrendous time, 
especially as I’ve never been off 
the golf course for as long as 
this, but in a strange way I now 
also feel stronger for the experi¬ 
ence. I feel that I will be able to 
come back with renewed enthusi¬ 
asm and real passion for the game, 
and I am already itching to play 
again. I must take things slowly 
over the next month or so, because it 
would be really stupid to hurt my 
back simply by trying to do too 
much, but I have a real aim again - 
a real goal - after so much uncer¬ 
tainty and worry. 

My parents and 
my boyfriend 
have been 
incredibly sup¬ 
portive, and I 
would like to 
thank them so 
much for that sup¬ 
port. I’m a big believ¬ 
er that everything hap¬ 
pens for a reason.

TIM Reeves faces more than just 
a battle to claim his fourth 
consecutive World Sidecar 
Championship this weekend, 
writes Tom Howard. 

The sidecar ace is just coming 
to terms with the loss of close 
friend and fellow racer, Steve 
Norbury who died following a 
high-speed crash at an event in 
Hockenheim two weeks ago. 

Reeves, from Tenterden, had 
travelled to the event with Isle of 
Man TT specialist Norbury and 
admits it has been tough dealing 
with the tragedy. 

He said: “He will be sadly 
missed by everyone in the side¬ 
car paddock. I only did the race 
in Germany because Steve was 
racing and we travelled together. 

“It was deeply upsetting that 
only one of us came back. 

“With this sport you know it can 
be dangerous, but at times you 
think you are invincible. Then 
something like this happens.” 

Reeves and passenger Patrick 
Farrance retained their British FI 
Championship last weekend 
after winning both races of the 
final round at Snetterton and 


maintaining their 100 per cent 
record in the process. 

Celebrations were subdued 
as the pair dedicated their title 
to Norbury. 

Reeves said: “We are both 
really pleased to have won the 
title for a second year consider¬ 
ing we missed two rounds of the 
championship. I could not have 
asked for more by winning every 
race we competed in.” 

Reeves and Farrance head to 
Le Mans this weekend to contest 
the final round of the World Side¬ 
car Championship and will face a 
tough challenge to pick up his 
fourth consecutive crown. 

In order to win, the title the pair 
will have to hope pick up seven 
more points than championship 
leader Pekka Paivarinta. If 
Reeves wins the race, the Finnish 
racer will have to come home in 
third or worse for the title. 

Reeves added: “I like the cir¬ 
cuit and if we can get a repeat of 
last year’s result then I will be 
champion. 

“The title is really in the lap of 
the gods we have just got to 
keep fighting for it.”

KENT have been left with a 
gaping hole in their batting 
department after Neil Dexter 
and Matt Walker left the club. 

The club announced last week that 
34-year-old Walker would be released after 
having served 16 years with the county and 
Kent on Sunday can reveal that the 
Gravesend-bom left-hander has tied up a 
deal to sign for rivals Essex. 

While Kent fans will be sad to see Walker 
leave, after he enjoyed a benefit year with 
the county this season, Spitfire supporters 
have reacted angrily on the club’s bulletin 
board to the news Neil Dexter turned down 
a three-year deal to stay at Canterbury. 

Kent on Sunday understands the 24-year- 
old South African born batsman will head to 
Middlesex and is due to sign a deal after 
choosing to move to Lord’s ahead of Essex, 
Worcestershire and Leicestershire. 

After joining the club in 2005, Dexter 
found his opportunities limited, but went 
into this season in good form after a winter 
in South Africa. 

Kent captain Rob Key said in a press 
conference at the start of the season, and in 
his column for Kent on Sunday, that it was a 
big year for Dexter and that he “looks to 
have returned an even better player”. 

However, his opportunities have been few 
and far between with Kent’s management 
team of Key and coaches Graham Ford and 
Simon Willis, preferring a settled top-five 
batting order. Even with a first class aver¬ 
age of 45, Dexter has been used sparsely this 
year, particularly in one-day cricket. 

After scoring a thrilling unbeaten 100 in 
his first limited overs game of the season to 
help Kent beat Somerset in the Friends 
Provident Trophy quarter-final, he was 
loaned to Essex four days later. 

Since returning from the loan spell, Dexter 
had a run in the County Championship due 
to an injury to Justin Kemp and scored 105 
against Yorkshire, 75 against Lancashire 
and 36 against Hampshire. 

However, it is believed his failure to make 
the Kent side in one-day cricket due to being

behind players such as Kemp, Azhar 
Mahmood, Matt Walker and Darren Stevens 
that has prompted his decision to move on. 

Dexter said: “After a lot of deliberation I 
have made the tough decision to pursue my 
cricket career elsewhere. 

“The last two seasons at Kent have been 
incredibly frustrating and I feel a fresh start 
at a new county will give me greater oppor¬ 
tunity to establish myself as a first team 
player in all forms of the game. I would like 
to thank my team-mates, the supporters 
and the many friends I’ve made at the club 
and I wish Kent every success in the future.” 

After having their contract proposal 
rejected, Kent took the decision to not field 
Dexter in the 70-run defeat to Lancashire, 
and Wednesday’s final game against 
Durham. 

Graham Johnson, Kent’s chairman of 
cricket, said: ‘We are bitterly disappointed 
that Neil has decided not to pursue his 
future career with Kent. We have done a 
great deal to help him with his development 
as a cricketer during his time with the club. 

We have offered him a three-year con¬ 
tract that would have provided him with an 
outstanding opportunity to make the most 
of his talent. It’s a pity that he does not feel 
able to take advantage of this opportunity” 

There has been speculation that Middlesex 
captain Ed Joyce may be one player that 
Kent are looking at to help strengthen the 
middle order, while Sam Northeast could be 
given a chance to impress in the final game 
at Canterbury on Wednesday.

McKean is 
undecided 
over 2012 


PARALYMPIC bronze medallist Alastair 
McKean is yet to decide whether he will 
compete at London 2012, despite winning 
a medal in his first Paralympics, in Beijing. 

The Canterbury rower was part of Great 
Britain’s mixed coxed fours who battled 
their way to a bronze medal at the Shunyi 
Rowing Park, finishing behind the United 
States and world champions Italy. 

With the next Paralympics in London, 31 - 
year-old McKean will decide whether to 
commit to another four years of training 
over the course of the next few weeks. 

McKean told Kent on Sunday: “I think it is 
too soon to say whether I will be compet¬ 
ing at London 2012. 

“Training for four years is a huge commit¬ 
ment and I will have to think about it over 
the next three or four weeks. I start a new 
job next month so I will have to see if it will 
be possible.” 

The British crew of McKean, James 
Morgan, from Deal, Vicki Hansford, Naomi 
Riches and cox Alan Sherman, failed 
to qualify automatically for the final after 
finishing second in their heat. 

They earned a place in the six-team final 
through the repechage and secured bronze, 
the best result they could have achieved, 
according to McKean. 

“Going into the games we were hoping for 
silver or gold, but realistically looking at the 
competition we are happy to bring back the 
bronze medal,” he said. “You could say it 
was a bit unexpected, but to get a medal 
after four years of training is a great feeling.” 

The Beijing Games was McKean’s first 
Paralympic experience and is a sporting 
memory he will cherish. 

He added: “After speaking to some of the 
more experienced athletes competing, 
they all said the Games was of a real high 
quality.” 
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
